A message from his Excellency, the Governor of the Territory of 
of Oregon: - 


AP + 


Fellow citizens of the Legislative Assembly : 


Contrary to the general expectation prevailing a year ago, “the re- 
quirements of a form of government, which the people have taken 
measures to supersede, have occasioned another session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory. Iam not aware that there has 
been any change in public opinion since the emphatic declaration at 
the polls in fovor of a State organization. Indeed the argument in 
support of such à change in the form of our government, has become 
more conclusive and is gathering additional force with every day's 
experience, from causes which are exerting an influence in every de- 
partment of practical life. The opening of new channels to com- 
merce, and new and extensive foreign markets for American produc- 
tions, are circumstances involving in a very material manner the 
interests and welfare of our population. Active, beneficent, ener- 
getic industry is everywhere seeking to enlarge its field of labor, and 
to- increase its means of usefulness—subjugating. the element 
tracking the untrod avenues to wealth—disclosing and creating, as 
it were, new principles, of power—fresh resources of national great. 
nens and prosperity, in enterprises as marvelous a8 the resulte. are 
magnificent and ratifying, i in conducing to the advancement and 
happiness of man. 

- The brilliant prospects of ‘the communities upon the Northern 
Pacific slope of the continent, are plainly gleaming i in the future. 
Oregon; should be: in a political position to enable it to aid in eon- 
trolling, or at least successfully resisting, the combinations of cir- 
cumstances and influences, which may soon be brought to bear 
against American interests in this quarter of the world, and to ree- 
lize such benefit and suecess as its situation, capacities and the 
enterprise of its citizens may justly award it. Asa Territory it is 
helpless and insignificant; as an independent sovereignty in the 
Union, it can wield a power that may commend its destiny. The 
complete development and successfel application of all dur resoüroes 
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—hitherto indifferently managed, or comparatively neglestéd—to 
_ the permanent establishment of a commercial, manufacturing and 
mechanical destinction, in addition to our already well-earned agri- 
dultural reputation, is s consummation to be wholly and. satisfac- 
torily achieved only through the instrumentality of political sover- 
'eignty. We have claims to demand of the general government, 
“which, our experience as a Territory incline us to the belief, can be 
-obtained but through a State representation in Congress. 


- Notwithstanding the accumulation of doubt which has settled upon 
the question, we indulge the hope, that, at the present session of 
Congress, Oregon will be admitted a State in the Union. T its 
population is numerically insufficient to entitle it to a representative 
in Congress, and, after all, it is to be excluded on that account, we 
shall be obliged to hold the-general government itself, in & great 
measure, responsible for that circumstance. ^ For several years past, 
the main thoroughfare between the settlements on either side of the 
Rocky mountains, has been permitted to be encompassed by anch 
imminent danger, as to preclude the possibility of any augmenta- 
tion to our population by the overland route, the important and. 
usual source of such increase. However mortifying the fact, it is 
nevertheless true, that a nation as great as the United States, fora 
series of years, has maintained no safe and certain communieatigh 
with its Territorial ‘dependencies through its own domain. The 
ves and property of the immigrants have been exposed to all man- 
ner of peril, and have not, unfrequently, fallen a sacrifice to Indian 
strocity, or served to glut the eupidity of the Mormon. The 14th 
section of the act organizing the. Territorial government of Oregon, 
would seem to be an inviolable guarantee of dur right to admission, 
“wa our population most unquestionably excéeds the number therein 
required. Most assuredly we ought’ to insist upon the fulfilment 
‘of the terms of that compact in this respect, although in other 
particulars it be repugnant to the Constitution. If, notwithstand 
‘ing, our legitimate clainis are to be ignored, and Oregon is to be 
remanded to its Territorial condition, J shall regard it as among the 
most unhappy events which ald Taye, befallen us. Oregon bas 
been for more than ten years 8 ‘populated, Territory ofthe United 
States, and governèt an gach; T i parerii vagis, Erlen ling beyond 
that periód, its “dhebitints ssi bo their capacity: for self 
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government, in all of which time they have been loyal to the Union, 
Indeed, the American citizens who settled here at an early day, were 
mainly instrumental in preserving the Territory to the United States. 
Several years since, in a memorial to Congress, the people of Oregon 
sought such changes in their organic law as would ameliorate it very 
materially, and make it more generally acceptable. Notwithstand- 
ing the unsuccessfulness of the effort, the order-loving, law-abiding 
character for which they have always been distinguished, remained 
unimpeached. Among them there has been no senseless rabble, to 
violate the laws, or fanatical excitement to engross the attention of 
Congress, to the exclusion of the legitimate and more important 


t 


business of the nation. 


The Territorial system of government, as a policy of the federal 
government, was inaugurated by the Congress of the confederacy of 
the original thirteen States, on the eve of the formation of the 
Constitution; in an act to provide for the government of the terri- 
tory of the United States north-west of the river Ohio.” Eminent 
men of thé times viewed with distrust this new feature in the opera- 
tions of the government, and the adoption of the Constitution was 
urged as a protection against such unwarrantable and dangerous 
exercise of power." The continuance of the system cannot be 
sustained by any strict construction of the Constitution. It is an 
infringement of that instrument. It does not accord, harmoniously, 
with the spirit of our institutions. It is wrong in principle. There 
is no provision of the Constitution which confers the right to acquire 


territory to be retained as territory, and governed by Congress with 


absolute authority. Nor, by the terms of the federal compact, can 
the people of the United States, who choose to go'out and reside 


upon the vacant territory of the nation, be regarded as mere adven- : 


turers, without individual, or political rights, and be made to yield 
& ready obedience to whatever laws Congress may deem best for 
their governance, and to pay implicit deference to the authority of 
Buch officers as may be sent out to rule over them. No such power 
has ever been delegated by the Sovereign people of the sovereign States 
to the government of tfis Unitel States, and no such principle under- 
lies the government. Our govelünieht is composed of a union of 


independent States or .Soverciguiles.: hg people of these several 


States have conceded to the general’ givérniient: ihe exercise of oer- 


€ 


fainipowers, which are expressly named in the Constitution, aed 
withheld certain | other pomers W which are just as pertieulazly & stated 
therein. Each State. exercises Within its own boundaries the. tights 
of soyereigufy appertaining to its own affairs, ‘and restricted oply in 
the use of’ those powers it- has already delegated to the. -general gov- 
ernment, whose authority is supreme over each h State, and the entire 
Union, only within the extent of the power conceded to it. 
* The Sapreme Court of the: United States have already established 
the fact chat thera-has- been unconstitutional legislation: on. the Part 
of Congress in‘respect to the Territories. And in · reference tothat 
Klause of the- Constitution’ which gives Congress the power “to dis- 
pose òf and make: all ‘needful’ rules and ‘regulations respecting tl the 
territory, ór- ther^próperty of the United- States, which is con. 
dénded for as the source from which Congress | derives the power. to 
govetn the Territories, that tribunal has also clearly determined that 
Bo subh power exists therein. In the language of, the vpinion: “It 
Mhs to transfer, to the new government the. property then held in 
common bythe: States, and to givb to that government power to apply 
ii to the objects to which it had been ‘destined by mutual agreement 
among the States: hefore';their league was dissolved. The words 
neadful rules and xegulations’.. would-seem also’ to have been:cau- 
-tiously: used for some definite object. They are not the words usually 
employed’ hy statesman when they mean to give the powers of sover- 
eignty, or establish a governmént, or to authorize its establishment." 
In our zexperience and progress as a nation, this question. of the 
‘anjhonity of Congress over the Territories, IS dssuming a most grave 
and serions aspect... Already a power ful pohtical party in the country 
is contending for à principle, Which, if acknowledged, would carry 
with it the absolute sovereignty of Congress over. the T erritories— 
the subversion. of individual rights, which are gusrantied to every 
‘citizen, of, the United "States—the consequent utter Violation of the 
Constitution, ; ‘and. the probable, disrupture of the government, `. ` 
In my. judgment, Congress has no constitutional authority to estah- 
lish 1 governments anigwhere apor the public domain, or to creste. And 
ordain i any species of constitutional or organic.law for the’ govern- 
ment of any civil community’ anywhere Within the boundaries of the 
United Siaies, Nor is it requisite for the welfare, growth and prog- 
perity o of the xopublié, that pe should exercise this extraorāi- 
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Bury power. Happily the genius of our government, and the Com- 
iitation itscif, ‘afford ample provision for the preparation and devel- 
dpeent of the incipient State, with a view to ite ultimate assumption 
of independent sovereignty in becoming a member of the eonfederacy. 
- "The Constitution expressly gives the power to enlarge the territo- 
Sial Emits of the United States by the admission of new States, and 
by that means only. 

The States of Texas and California came into the Union legiti- 
niately, without any previous political existence under Congressional 
ve Territorial rule. Yet both had an active, practical political sover- 
wignty for sometime before their admissien.- ft may be said that 
within the boundaries of the State of Texas, the eminent domain was 
never possessed by the United States—that the fee simple to large 
tracts of the territory of California was in the oceupents of the adil, 
Wy action of the Mexican government, prior to the acquisition of that 
country. Nevertheless, I undertake to say, that the establishment 
of civil communities, composed of American citizens, respecting the 
Constitution and laws of the United States, upon the public territory, 
outside and beyond the boundaries of the several States, need not 
necessarily involve any conflict as to the title to the soil. A possess- 
ery interest vests in them at the time of settlement, by reason of the 
landed policy of the government, if from no other cause, and it is 
‘only s question of time when that interest shall be fully and perfectly 
established and identified in the individual. 


Such communities, also, have the indefeasible right to govern 
themselves in accordance with the Constitution, and in subordination 
to the government of the United States. The principle of commu- 

hity independence, or the independence of the body politic, ‘was the 
sause of the origin of the nation. It was achieved by the wisdom ' 
and valor of our ancestors, and comes to us baptised in the blood and 


_ Bre of the revolution. Upon it resta the beautiful fabric of our gov- 


ernment, which could not otherwise exist, for the Union itself is depen- 
dent upon the principle of community independence. Oughta nation 
‘that recognizes this principle in every phase of its organixation—in 
ita township formations, its county formations, its State formations, 
deny it to a body of its own citizens associated in the wilderness?—— 
Theke is no necessity, or constitutional authority for Congress be er- 
gxtiise governments for such communitiee—to sésign them executive 
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their legislation, aad io assume the right to disepprom their laws. 
The judicial power of the government alone oan exercise the power 
to decide upon the constitutionality of legislation. Legislative poy- 
ers only ere vested in Congress, and only such as are granted by the 
Constitution, and that body therefore cannot assume the functions of 
co-ordinate branch of the government. Congress can impart no 
more permanency and perfection, by any act of organisation, to suck 
temporary form of government, than it possesses of itself. 

I claim for these inchoate States no rights of absolute or independ- 
ent sovereignty, They are as responsible to the federal government, 
in every essentia] particular, as they would be under & Congressional 
set of organization. And while they are progressing in their si 
and political development towards the period when they shallbe 
for membership in the confederation of sovereignties, they are enti- 
tled to the fostering care of the parent government, in the extension 

such laws, policies and systems as may be best caculated to pro- 
mote their welfare and prosperity, and hasten the period when they 
may be qualified to assume the powers of sovereign States. 

I am admonished, by the present peculiar condition of the politics] 
existence of Oregon, of the delicate nature of the topic under con- 
sideration. I sincerely trast I commit no indecorum in my manner 
of ndipenledgment of the customary annual courtesy extended by 
the Legislative to the Executive department of the government. In 
respect to the subject of the Territories, I could not ssy lesa in jus- 
tice to myself and the people with whom I have been agreeably asaq- 
ciated for so many years. We all love our country—the great and 
glorious union of States, whose brilliant progress in the development 
of social and political excellence, and the attainment of practice! and 
scientific wisdom, is challenging the admiration of the world. We 
loro her with a devotion that may not be questioned—from the At- 
lantio sea-boerd to the more genial Pacific conat—from the dake- 
bounded North to the extremest sunny South—no one part more than 
another, and not one section less than the whole. But while the a- 
timent of patriotism inspires our hearta, it should nevet blipd our 
judgment, oc enberrass our speech in behalf of that which is clearly 
right and just, and in defence of those very principles which are She 
e eden o£ the republic. 4 2

Whatever is done must bedone at once, and 
quickly, unless the people of the United States are disposed to allow 
a foreiyn power to perfect the work and reap the harvest which will 
mevitably result therefrom. I would respectfully suggest the pro- 
priety of an earnest memorial to Congress, . asking its immediate ac. 
tion in behalf of this object. -I know that this is a hackneyed usage 
that has availed us little or nothing in the past—our memorials being 
seldom heard from, or never receiyed—yet I recommend its obser-. 
vance in this case, with the hope that our persistency may luckily 
meet with some appreciation. The constant dropping of water will 
wear away the rock. 
The present age has witnessed the eighth wonder of the world; in 
the accomplishment of telegraphic communication between the old and 
new worlds. The extraordinary benefits which will accrue to civili- 
ration from this event are almost incalculable. It is a grati 
fact that every triumph of science and art is an amelioration of the 
condition of mankind. The closer that nations are brought together, 
the less liability is there of differences to be ajusted by a resort to 
war. Revolutions may occur, but they will be peaceable revolutions, 
accomplished by the comparison of ideas and policies. They will be 
none the.less effectual in the cause of human progress, because they 
are not acheived by battle and bloodshed. The mission of the Tele- 
graph, however, will be regarded as incomplete, until its wires cross 
the continent as they do the sea. 

In the early part of the past spring, a few renegale Indians from vi- 
ridus tribes, who had refused to be placed upon the reservation, kil- 
led two citizens,’ and committed other hostile acts, and oocasionéd 
much alarm and annoyance to the settlers in the vicinity of che mouth 
of Rogue river.— Upon the petition of the citizens of the county gen- 
erally, I approved the temporary enrollment of a small volunteer 
force for the Protection of that section, until" communication’ could be 
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had with Gen. Clark, in command of the military department of the 
Pacific, whose prompt action and regard for the welfare and security. 
of the country at large, lam happy to acknowledge. Throngh the 
judicious management of the volonteers, and agents of the Indian de- 
partment, however, these depredations were stayed, by the apprehen- 
sion and removal of the Indians. I beg to suggest the propriety of 
making some provision for the payment, after proper auditing, of the 
necessary expenses incurred by the volunteer organization to which 
I have alluded, which, under the circumstances, cannot be very oon- 
siderable in amount, I have, otherwise, nothing new, or particular, to 
communicate respecting Indian affairs so far as Oregon is concerned. 
Phe wise establishment of a military garrison at Walla Walls, has 
served to protect our northern frontier. 

The eastern part of our sister Territory of Washington, has quite 
recently been the scene of active military operations against certain 
Indian tribes who had evinced their hostility in repulsing a force of 
U. S. troops which had entered their country on a march to Fort 
Colville. A strong military column was promptly dispatched to 
punish and subdue them. Several engagements occurred, resulting 
in the discomfiture of the Indians and their ultimately suing for peace, 
Which seems to have been granted them as the troops have since re- 
turned. It is to be hoped that these Indians, as well as the tribes 
adjacent to them, have been sufficiently impressed with the power of 
the government, to maintain hereafter, amicable relations with our 

le. 

"ti is a matter of congratulation, that by a late oir of the war 
department, the Territory of Washington and part of this Territory, 
(it should have included the whole of it,) have been created a 
distinct military department, and an officer of high professional 
worth and ability, in the person of Gen. W. S. Harney, has been 
assigned to command it. He has recently arrived and assamed the 
Giscbarge of his duties, with that promptitude and zeal which cannot 
fail to promote the efficiency of the service and the general security 
éf tho country. His recision of the military order excluding from 
Settlement our Territory esst of the Cascade mountsins, which had 
been invited by laws of Congress, is an assurance against any simi- 
Jar invasion of our rights, while his brilliant military renown is i 
Fantes of protection against aots of Indian hostility. 
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The organisation of this new military department will afford a re- 
assurance to immigration. With a garrison of U. S. troops at, or 
in the Vicinity of Fort Boise, sufficiently strong to extend protection, 
if necessary, beyond that point, we may regard the immigrant trail 
83 once more open, and comparatively safe, and may reasonably look 
forward for those accustomed yearly accessions to our population, ef 
which we have been so long deprived. 

The Board of Commissioners on the part of the United Statea to 
adjust the Indian war expenses, concluded their'labors by a supple- 
mental report, a copy of which I have the honor to transmit. The 
United States having assumed this debt, itis certainly time that 
some provision was made for its payment, which should be done 
speedily, or the original and meritorious claimants, suffering from 
the unjustifiable delay, may be compelled to pact with their claims 
to the speculator, at a great pecuniary sacrifice. If a direct appro- 
priation in money cannot be made at the ensuing session of Congress, 
that body ouglit, at least, to authorize the issue of government bonds, 
drawing an ordinary rate of interest in favor of these creditors of the 
government, or make some other suitable and satisfactory arrange- 
ment for their relief. ` 

Within the past year, I have declined to make a requisition upon 
the Executive of California for the delivery of a fugitive from justice. 
I was induced to this course from the fact, that not only had these 
requisitions occasioned large expenditures from the Territorial tree- 
suary, without securing any satisfactory result subserving the ende 
of juctice, except in a solitary instance, but the ordinary difficulties 
and uncertainties attending the successful demand and removal of 
such fugitives were greatly multiplied by the intimation of an opinion 
touching the constitutional obligation ofan Executive of & State, te 
surrender s fugitiye on the requisition of the Executive ofa Terri- 
tory, in a judicial decision which had lately been delivered in that 
State, and which set free, to prey again upon society, certain orimi - 
nals, who else would be now with their accomplice, realizing the wa- 

. gesof crime in our penitentiary. The sovereignty of California cam 
practically supply any real, or apparent deficiency of the Constitution 
in this particular, and its legislative power should do so at once, 
rather than xn exemption should o¢cur. in tlie punishment of crime, 
which must ‘unavoidably tend to its commission. Until the Legisia-

ture of California shall have amended the laws of the State, so that 
there shall no longer remain a question as to the authority of a Ter- 
ritory to demand its fugitives from that State, I regard it as.ut- 
terly futilé, anda useless and inexcusable tax upon the public treag: 
ary to pursue the method prescribed by cur Statutes in the extra- 
dition of criminals, so far as the state of California is concerned. 2 


I would beseech your active sympathy in behalf of a class of ins 
dividuals unfortunately increasing in our midst. The provisions 
made by law for the insane, are quite inadequate. Humanity 
requires not only that they should bé taken care of, but that every 
‘possible effort should be made to restore reason and re-establish the 
mind. There should be an Asylum for the Insane within the Ter- 
ritory. It should be a public institution—at the service of the 
several counties, as well as the private citizen uppn the payment of 
a stipulated sum. It ought to be so regulated and condueted, as 
not to be & charge upon the Territorial treasury, although the peo- 
ple, no doubt, would pay a tax uncomplainingly towards. its sup- 
port. Whatever action you may be pleased to take towards the at- 
complishment of an object so humane and benevolent, - the State, 
should it be admitted in the meantime, no doubt would forward and 
complete. : 

Inasmuch as the Executive is not a ‘part of the law-making power, 
I refrain from an expression of my views in regard to some ques* 
tions upon which you may be required to act, and in reference to 
which, a wide difference of opinion exists in community. 


I desire to call your attention to the necessity of some ‘provision 
for the safe-keeping and preservation of the Territorial arms, ag 
Well as the public records in the offices of the Adjutant General and 
Quartermaster General of the Territory. Those. records embrace 
the duplicate papers to which reference is made in ‘the reports of the 
Commission’ on Indian war expenses, and consequently, are of great 
interest and value. i 

Í beg ‘to submit a copy of correspondence with the Secretary. of 
the’ Interior in relation to, public buildings; also, à report from the 
Adjutant General. as to the special volunteer service in Curry county. 

Invoking a continuance of Divine favor, and with the confident 
hope that your ‘deliberations may reguli in such legislation. as shall

Sra :—In reply to your communication of the 17th June last, re 
questing information to enable you to respond to a resolution of the 
House of Representatives, “in respect to certain public buildings 
required for the accommodation of the Territorial officers of the 
United States, I beg to say, that the Capitol building of thia Ter- 
ritory, while in course of erection, and after an expenditure of thir- 
ty-three thousand five hundred and ninety-five dollars and seventy- 
four cents ($33,595 74), was entirely destroyed by fire in Decem. 
ber, 1855. ‘The foundation was designed for a stone superstruc- ` 


* 
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ture, and cost $9,218 87. However, with the idea of economy, as 
it was judged, and to keep within the appropriations to pay for the 
work, the material was changed by the Legislative Assembly from 
stone to wood, after the foundation had been ‘built. Eighteen thou- 
sand four hundred and forty-four dollars and twenty-six cents of tho 
moneys appropriated for the construction of the building remain un- 
expended and in the Treasury of the United States. - 

In view of the fact that, by the calamity referred to, the Territo- 
ry is destitute of a public building for legislative and executive uses, 
and in consideration of the large smount of the appropriation that 
thereby was not applied to the purpose for which it was intended, I 
would respectfully suggest the expediency of recommending an ad- 
ditional appropriation of twelve thousand dollars, or in other words, 
that the sum of thirty thousand dollars be appropriated for erection 
of another building, at such place as may hereafter be determined 
upon as the. seat of government of the territory, by the people 
thereof. As the appropriation asked for would not be sufficient to 
erect a stone building, the material then next best adapted for the 
superstructure would be bricks,—the cost of which varies from ten 
to fifteen dollars per thonsand. 

A building for the purposes of a — — undertaken sev- 
eral years since, one wing of which is so far completed as to be of 
some service to the territory, and the moneys appropriated for its 
construction, to wit: ($60,000) sixty thousand dollars have been 
expended. The outer walls are built of brick and the cells of stone. 
A further appropriation of forty thousand dollars, judiciously sp- 
plied, would fully complete the structure, and make it of permanent 
use and yalue. In length, the building is one hundred and fifteen 
feet, in width fifty feet, and in height twenty-nine feet: The area 
is designed for sixty cells, a few of which only are completed, oth- 
erwise the building is finished. 

Labor pertaining to building and building niil generally, are 
from two to three-fold the pee which they usually command, in tho 
Atlantic States.

- -Sır :—The Commission heretofore appointed and acting under au- 
thority of the War Department relative to the expenses of thé Ter- 
ritorial governments of Oregon and Washington, necessarily incur- 
red in the suppression of Indian hostilities in the late Indian war in 
said Territories, having under date of October 10th, 1857, transmit- 
ted to your office their principal report in the premises, herewith 
submit a supplementary report, touching subject matters within the 
purview of, but not included in their former action. 

The -Abstracts and accompanying vouchers of Quartermaster 
General, Joseph W. Drew, of the Oregon Volunteers, referred to in 
our former report, as at that time in an unfinished State, and includ. 
ed in the general Abstract of the Commission, Oregon Expenses 
as an “ approximate estimate,“ have been completed and acted upon 
and are herewith forwarded. 

An additional Abstract and vouchers of Quartermaster General W. 
W. Miller, of Washington Territory, containing & few miscellaneous 
claims growing out of the volunteer service in that Territory, not ta- 
ken up ön any former papers, are also herewith transmitted. 
These claims are similar in character to those heretofore submit- 
ted, and the action of the commission upon them, has been the same, 
as upon those before reported. 

It will be observed, that the amount of these claims, does not ma- 
terially vary from the estimate included in our former report. 

A portion only of the bills and abstracts of the sales of public 
property, referred to in our former report, was at that time for- 
warded. 

Other papers, properly endorsed, making the returns" in this par- 
ticular complete, are herewith accompanying... 

The sum total of the sales of public property remaining on hand 
in Oregon at the close of the war, made to claimants, and accounted 
for by way of a cancellation of so much of their claims, was, one 
hundred eighty-nine thousand, three hundred and seventy-seven dol- 
lars and sixty-seven cents ($189,377 67.) 

Near the close of the service, the material resourcés of the Terri- 
tory had become so much exhausted, and her credit so much depre- 
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ciated on account of her: heavy liabilities, that it was deemed a meas- 
ure of public economy to negotiate for property and personal servi- 
ces necessary to terminate the war, by pledging ii immediate cash pay- 
ments. Consequently, a portion of the public property 0 to, 
was sold for cash, to meet such payments. 

The total amount of money made from these sales, was (ds 
eight thousand, six hundred and fifty-six dollars and forty-nine and 

and three-fourths cents ($78, 656 49 3-4,) as per consolidated state- 
ment herewith accompanying. 

Of this sum, Joseph W. Drew, Quartermaster General, received 
from sales made by him, and from other officers, thirty-five thousand 
five hundred and ninety-three dollars and fifty-one and one half cents 
($85, 503 511-2,) which has been disbursed or accounted. for by 
him, as exhibited by his accounts current, a and e vouch- 
ers herewith submitted. : 

The balance, forty-three thousand, sixty-two dollars, and ninety: 
eight and one-fourth cents, ($43,062 98 1-4,) has been dishursed or 
accounted for, by other officers of the service, as shown by the a0 
oounts of those officers accompanying. , 

These expenditures of money haye been examined and approved i in 
detail by the Commission. They seem to have been made with mote 
than ordinary carefulness, and with an eye to public ecbnomy, 

In case of each of the disbursing officers referred to, there is, on 
the finally adjusted accounts current, a, balance found due the Ter- 
ritory, Which is reported as money remaining in the hands of the offi- 
cers. These balances in most cases, have been actually expended ' 
by such officers for their personal contingencies while employed in the 
military service, but for expenses which within strict military keep- 
ing, it is not the policy or custom for the government to reimburse, 
The amounts thereof, as they generally bear but a small proportion 
to the pay awarded such officers, are recommended to be estopped 
against so much of such pay so awarded. 

The consolidated statement hereinbefore referred to, exhibits a 
succinct account of the amounts of pay awarded these officers, the 
amounts of money they have severally received from sales of public 
property; and the amounts reported on band and recommended to be 
estopped against such pay. 

Forwarded : also. herewith, i is an explanatiny report of Joseph W. 
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Drew, Quartermaster General referring in detail to the exigencies 
of the public service, during the late Indian war, touching the ad- 
ministration of the several departments of the same. 

The other papers forwarded with this report, exhibit the use and 
expenditure of the public property, administered by the officers re. 
ceiving the same. ^ — 

In general, the public property purchased or received frito the ser- 
vice, has been accounted for, in a regular and proper manner. But 
the accounts of a few officers who have not been in the two Territo- 
ries since the appointment of the Commission, are presented in a 
condition somewhat unsatisfactory. "These are cases of subordinate 
officers of the Commissary Department acting in the field. Under 
the circumstances, the irregularities of their accounts, are no evi 
dence of bad faith. si x 

Tn some instances the issues of subsistence “have exceeded the al- 
lowance of the army ration, but in others they have fallen considera- 
bly short, so that in the aggregate, these issues are within the al 
lowances of subsistence to regular troops. 

The accompanying report of the expenses of the Commis 
hibits a full and final statement of the disbursements and liabili 
of the Board to the present date, tò which reference mey, be had fi 
full information relative to this subject. 

Hoping that the action of the Commission will be received and ap- 
proved as a finality-in the premises.

To the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the Territory ‘of ‘Oregon: 


In accordanee with the provisions of an act to more effectually 
carry out the provisions of sec. ö, of an act to provide: fer the elec- 
tion of, and to define the duties of a Superintendent of Penitentiary, 
passed by the Legislative Assembly at its last annual session,” 
I hereby beg leave to lay before your honorable body the following 
Report: 

By the act above referred to, I was required to advertise for sealed 
proposals, for a sufficient quantity of Stone in the rough and other 
materials, sufficient to complete fourteen cells; also, blacksmith 
tools, iron and steel, and stone hammers, which I accordingly done. 

The number of proposals which I received up to the hour-the law 
required me to open them, to wit. 2o’clock P. M., April 1, 1858, 
‘was two; one from W. H. Frush, who proposed to furnish all the 
materials required. 

Stone $25 per perch, and sett blacksmith tools $200, all the iron 
required at 12 1-2 cents per Ib., steel 45 cents per Ib., stone ham- 
mers of cast steel and cast steel tools, such as are necessary in dress- 
ing stone at $1 per Ib., cement $7 50 per bbl., sand 15 cents per 


' bushel. 


Second bid opened was from Charles G. Schrawm, proposing to 
furnish stone in the rough at $28 90 per perch.

„ conéidered the bid too high, and consequently did not let the 
contract, and advertised again to be let on the 9th day of June, 1868. 
My reason for advertising the. second time was to give more time 
to poutractors; the law providing in the first instance for. the open- 
ing of bids on: the first day of April, and being passed the last day 
of thé session (Feb. 3, 1858), I could not get a copy of it until ngar 
the first of March. Consequently, it allowed but one month to ad- 
vertise, which I considered too short a time, and in hopes of getting 
à greater number of proposals, and at lower figures, I adzestiged the: 
second time, but received no bids. 

It would require about 350 perch of stone to complete the fourteen 
bella, and also a large amount of other materials, all of which the 
contractor or contractors would be required to deliver upon the Pen- 
ibentiary ground before any part of the account could be allowed or 
approved by me, and no certainty when the money would be paid. 
Contractors were not willing to take the risk at anything like what I 
considered a fair price, consequently I preferred to let the stone 

cells remain unfinished, and erect temporary wooden cells for tha 
convicta, than to pay an exorbitant price for the materials te coms, 
plete the fourteen stone cells, which I accordingly did. 
- -K-would here suggest the propriety of so far changing the original 
plan ad to allow the cells to be built of brick in placé of stone, as it 
eould be done at much less expense. 

Stone in the rough sufficient to complete fourteen velle, had the 
eontraot been Tet to the lowest bidder, which was $25 per pereh ; 350 
Perch would have cost the Territory $8,750. Brick for the same 
number of cells, at 512 per m., 119,000: wonld cost $1,428. Lam- 
ber, naite,.&¢,, to Iine and floor the sime, would not cost more than 
$25 for each cell; and as a great portion of the labor could hé par- 
formed by: tha convicts, it would not cost over -$3,500 to- cmplete 
the fourtsen cells. 

Aud do complete the entire fifty-four cells (the number whieh the 
worth wing of the building would contain) in the manner above. sug- 
gested, would not cost more than 515,000, while the stone in the 
rough delivered on the Penitentiary ground ‘sufficient to complete 
them would cost $20,000.

fencing yard and covering brick kiln; lumber andi iron for milis te 
grind clay; horse or horses to -work the mills ; ‘moulds to- mould the 
brick, and wood to burn the same, which could have been’ cut by 
the convicts, but the timber would cost 25 cts. per cord, hauling 
$1 95 per cord, which would amount to $1 50 per cord for the wood. 
delivered ; 100 cords to a kiln of brick would be $150 ; then one man 
could not attend to burning day and night, and we could. not keep 
convicts out at night as it would be unsafe, and as all this expense 
must be necessarily incurred in the commencement of the work, and 
no provision in the law by which any portion of it would be paid e- 
cept the per^ diem of the foreman or practical brick-maker. , 

The same act required me to sell the brick so made, at the mar- 
ket valde, for the benefit of the Territory, but did not provide that 
I should apply the funds obtained from such sale to defray the ex- 
penses incurred in the manufacture of the brick; and it case we 
should fail in making a merchantable article, all the expense incar- 
red must be psid by the territory, and it would receive no benefit 
therefrom ; and in view of all these facts, I deemed it best not to 
commence the manufacture of brick. 

By the same act I was required to employ the services of one as- 
sistant keeper and two guards when the convicts were actually em- 
ployed, but not otherwise; and had I so-employed them, thai Hum- 
ber of officers would not have been peice to gate aaa ne 
n "e :

honorable body i and in consequence of the long time, they could” 
not be purchased at cash prices, but were all Eesha: as low. aF 
possible under the circumstances. 

The expense incurred during the present year for medicine ET 
medical attendance is very small, and would have beéri ‘much less, : 
was it not on accotint of one convict, a Kanaka, sent from ‘Colunibia- 
County, and received May 3, 1857, whose feet had been frozen, and 
consequently has required constant attention up to the. present time. 

I woald here ‘respectfully suggest the propriety of employing a 
physician by the year, and having a small stock of medicines in 
the prison, which could be obtained at a much less cost khan it is at 
present, and could be dealt out to the prisoners under the ‘direction 
of the physician, through the officer in charge. ` 

With a view to economy, I would suggest that all the necessary 
subsistence and clothing be furnished at the expense of the territory; 
and dealt out tothe convicts by the keeper, instead of boarding by 
the week, as is the case nd; and to provide a suitable uniform for 
each prisoner, so they may be known and distinguished from citizens’ 
when out of the prison, and also to allow salaries which will secure 
the services of competent officers, which will, in my estimation, re- 
duce instead of add to the expenses of the institution, more than suf- ` 
ficient to psy the extra expense in salaries. l 

There is no provision in law, allowing a chaplain for the prisoners, 
but the Rey. Bishop Scott has, on several occasions, volunteered his 
services in that capacity, without compensation, or desire on his 
part for any, and at my request has furnished me witha iore sh eck 
which is hereto annexed. 

I deem it my duty, before closing this report, to to ‘attest the effi- 
ciency and ability of the present keeper, Mr. C. A. Pickett. In 
the discharge of his hazardous duties, he has proved himself po, 
qualified to fill the position he occupies.

Mr Drank StR —It gives me much pleasure to comply with your’ 
suggestions at my last visit to the Penitentiary. As a minister of 
the Gospel, I have esteemed it a privilege to hold religious services 
with the convicts, and to offer them the same instructions and" assu: 
rances of Divine love and mercy which rendered the Saviour's min- 
istry sc attractive to the chief of sinners. And then the rendiness 
and courtesy with which both yourself and your assistants have far- 
nished me this opportunity, at whatever additional care and trouble, 
demand my grateful acknowledgment. 

Yi bas been nearly a year since my visits commenced. With your, 
approbation; each of the convicts capable of using them, has been 
furnished with the- Bible and the book of Common Prayer: Aud we 
bars: reason to believe that these books have’ been much used, nof 
merely at the hour of religious services, but privately in the cells, 
I have been much gratified with tho attention and interest whick 
the men have always. exhibited... Their uniformly’ correct bebrriör 
has been witness. to the faithfulness of yourself and your- ata 
in theif ordinary discipline; but in addition to this dévorum, whit’ 
T have en 86 metry of them with the Bible and - Prayer Bib id 
lad; hob bisi them With one kodord upon ‘their knees; ‘ahd have? 
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heard them unite &o distinctively in confession of sin and supplication 
for mercy, my own heart has been deeply touched, and I could not 
but believe that the Heaxer of prayer? was really shedding his 
mercy upon some at least of this company, though shut out from the 
sympathies of the world. To suppose that this was all the result of 
personal religious feeling, were indeed a hasty conclusion; while at 
the same time, it is not to be believed that such religious exercises 
so attended will be without a salutary moral effect upon some at 
least. 

That habitual religious services and instruction should be provi- 
ded for all such institutions, admits of no reasonable doubt. Their 
object is not merely to punish, but to reform. It will be found, as 
a general rule, that the inmates have had littlé-or no early religious 
training, and that like too many who have not as yet reached tho 
same end, they were, in their riper yearg, negleoters of religious in- 
struction and worship. Now that they are removed from those fa- 
cilities of evil association and profligacy, which ripened their irreli.. 
gion into open crime, the opportunity is favorable, it may be, to in- 
culcate those salutary lessons of truth and righteousness, which 
should have been given in the sheltered sanctuary of their childhood. 
All experience sud observation unite in testifying that the Gospel 
is the only permanently efficient remedy for human depravity and its 
sad consequences. It brings not only the pure and perfect law of 
truth and right, enforced by, the sanction of God’s authority, but 
also the only system of motives and aids for the conversion and el- 
evation of fallen man: And it follows that any reformatory sys- 
tem which does not embrace this, is radically deficient. 

Jo be effectual, this process must not be merely, or mainly what 
is called preaching, but the clear and. familiar exposition of the 
Gospel teaching in its own simplicity and Joving-kindness, accompa- 
nied by, such devotional exercises as will enable: each one to unite 
in the repentant acknowledgment ef his sing before God, and in 
pleading for forgiveness and grace. How far my own laborà have 
conformed to this, model, it is not forme to ay. Such has been my 
aim, and the result, so far as I can judge, has been altogether en- 
couraging., My services haye, of course, been but occasional, ow- ` 
ing to frequent and long absences on necessary duty. Such as they: 
are, these services shall still be rendered, if such. be your pleszurg,

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as often as I am in the city, at least until the Legislature may be 
able and disposed to provide the constant services of some one well 
qualified for such a duty. 

If, in this brief note, having no official connection with the insti- 
tution, I have wandered beyond my proper bounds, I am sure you 
will excuse the liberty, and believe me, with best wishes and assu-

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REPORT /OF THE 


UNIVERSITY LAND COMMISSIONER. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly 
Of the Territory of Oregon: 

In accordance with law, I submit the following report : 

Since the date of my last annual report, I have found no occasion 
to do business in this office, with the exception of receiving and 
answering occasional letters of inquiry in regard to the University 
lands. . 

I have still endeavored to institute suit for the possession of the 
“Oregon City claim,” but have been unable so to do. Attorneys 
seem to be unwilling to undertake a suit of such magnitude, and of 
such probable duration, and trust to the legislative assembly for 
the amount of their renumeration. Of course I could promise them 
nothing. 

possession of said “claim,” remains with the heirs and repre- 
sentatives of the late Dr. John McLoughlin. 

There are several statutory enactments providing for the preservation 
of the University lands from trespass and waste. That all these fall 
short of effecting the object for which they were designed, Y have but 
too good reasons to believe. 


- that trespass has been committed. 
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In no single instance, have grand jurors presented bills of indict- 
mént against trespassers, nor have I been able to procure testimony 
sufficient, to warrant the commencement of suit against any person 
for trespass or waste; although I have been informed of the fact, 

In strict conformity to law, I might have employed my whole time 
in looking up those lands, and hunting after the trespassers upon 
them, and thus have made a large bill against the territory, which 
would probably have resulted to my pecuniary advantage, but to the 
“fund,” the expense would greatly have exceeded the profit. I have 
no charges to make for such service during the past year. 

For the present state of the University fund, I would respectfully 
refer you to the current reports of the Treasurer and Auditor of the 
Territory. They constitute a majority of the board for loaning the 
same, and this duty has been left entirely with those officers.

-Shartle against the Territory, together with the testimony of wit- 


nesses taken in support of such claim, before the Commissioner 


. appointed by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon 


for the purpose of investigating and determining the merits of all 
claims against the Territory growing out of contracts with the 
Penitentiary Commissioners, have had the same under considération, 
and now ask leave to make the following report : 

Your Committee find, upon investigation, that Jacobi &. Co., in 
September, 1853, contracted to build the Penitentiary, and to far- 
njah all the stone and other materials—iron excepted—for such 
purpose, whereupon Jacobs & Co., contractors with the Penitentiary 
Commissioners, sub-let a contract to Roberts & Shartle to furnish 
the stone for said Penitentiary ; after which, owing to some misun- 


- derstanding between the contractors, the contract was abandoned, 


and the stone that had been gotten out and furnished by Roberts & 
Shartle was rejected by the Commissioners a8 being wholly unfit for 
building purposes. 

And therefore, inasmuch as Roberts & Shartle were not contrac. 
tors with the Commissioners, but sub-contractors under Jacobs & 
Co., for the delivery of stone, your Committee are of the opinion 
that Roberts & Shartle have no legal claim against the Territory for 


" 
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any breach of contract that may have been between them und Ja- 
cobs & Co. But at the same time that your Committee are of the 
opinion tat the said Roberts & Shartle have no legal claim against 
the Territory, they are satisfied that the said Roberts & Shartle 
were great sufferers by the rejection of stone furnished by them for 
Penitentiary purposes. 

And, although your Committee are of the, opinion that the said 
Roberts & Shartle have no legal claim against the Territory, they 
will not undertake to say that they have not an equitable claim. 

Your Committee would further report that this claimfof the seiZ 
Roberts & Shartle was investigated by the Commissioner appointed 
for the purpose of investigating the claims growing out of the con- 
struction ofthe Penitentiary, and disallowed by him, therefore your 
Committee cannot recommend afreopening of the investigation of 
said Claims against the Territory.

-i The undersigned is of, the opinion, ‘hat whereas, the Territories 
of the United, States are the property of the General Government, 
therefore the vitizens c of all sections of, the Union have equal rights 
Vharein-that the man; of the South has the same right tp migrate 
into any of the Territories of. the United States with his slave prop- 
erty, that-the man of the North has, to go into said Territories with 
any; oder species: of: property, and that they are both equally pro- 
tected, under the Constitution of the United States, in person and 
property. And it is believed, by the undersigned, that neither 
Congress, nor the Territories, under the Dred Scott decision, have 
the power to legislate upon the question of slavery within the Terri- 
tories. And if Congress cannot, under the Constitution of the 
United States, legislate upon the question of slavery in the Terri- 
tories, according to the decision of the Supreme Court, known as the 
Dred Scott decision, and which decision is now recognized, by all 
portions of the Union, as a fair and just exposition of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, then it is certainly clear, that it could 
delegate no such power to the Territorial Government therof to! 
islate upon the question of slavery. Congress could confer no pombe

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upon a Territorial Legislature, a creature of its own creation, that- 
it (Congress) did not itself possess, and as Territorial Governments: 
derive all their power directly from Congress, it certainly would be 
strange logic to conclude that the Territorial Legislature could exer- 
cise a power, under the Constitution, that Congress itself cannot. 
And if the Constitution of the United States recognizes property in 
slaves, and it is believed it does, then slavery is protected in the 
Territories, equally with other species of property, under the Con- 
stitution, and needs no special legislation. 

In a word, if the right of the master to his slave in a Territory, 

under the Constitution, is good, then no-aet e the Territorial Legis- 
lature, could, in the opinion of the undersigned, confer any new or 
greater powers or rights upon the owner, or master, or deprive him 
of any rights or property that he may have in his slave, as per foree 
of the Constitution of the United States. 
I is the opinion of the undersigned that, under the Dred Šeit 
~ deeision, a Territorial Legislature has no power to legistate upon thé 
quéstion of slavery in any manner whatsoever, and that the people 
of the Territories have no legislative power or control over thé ques- 
tion of slavery within the Territories, until such time as dhe Terri- 
tories shall have a sufficient number of inhabitants to entitle them be 
admission into the Union as a sovereign State, and then the people 
thereof shall determine for themselves whether they will bang ee 
new State into the Union, as a slave or free State.

Agree in all respects with the other members of the committee, and 


specially dissenting from the opinion and recommendations of the 


report made by a part of the committee, under date of January 


-

report, as follows:

. d» Has the Legislative Assembly the power to legislate upon 
dia subject ? 

. Bad. I it expedient at this time! 

The firat enquiry is too grave & subject for the ER 
expeems any positive opinion upon, and too important to behastily 
Dan ever. It involves an opinion upon the validity of the acts of 
Congress and upón the someone ots the decisions of the highest 
teikanal in the land. 

II tho organic act of this Territory in its prohibition of slavery 
Prr akan servitude, is. valid, it is plain that legislation upon 
this subject can be proper, only "hen. it is directed to the exclusion 
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of slave property, and the utter dissolution of the relations of mas- 
ter and slave within our limits. If that organic act is not valid, 
the subject stands upon a different footing. 

It ig assumed that that act in regard to the anti-slavery clause, 
and all other like acts and provisions of Congress, are declared void 
by the “Dred Scott” decision;-a difference of opinion however 
exists among the ablest jurists, both ag to what that case did 
decide, and also as to the propriety and legality ; of such a decision 
as that assumed to have been made. The undersigned does not 
attempt to express any opinion upon so grave a subject. ] 

He assumes that the supreme court, no matter whether rightly or 
wrongly, has decided that Congress bas'nd power, nor can it i give 
power to a Territorial Legislature to prohibit slave holders from 
taking their slaves into the ‘Territories; and that neither Congress 
nor a Territorial Legislature (by virtue of any authoity it derives 
from an organic act) can dissolve the relation o£ master and slaye. 

A judicial decisión is authoritative, and though it may be erroneous, 
it is to be acquiesced in and obeyed until it be reversed or. overruled. 

The undersigned while assuming the decisions of. the supreme 


court to be what is stated above, does not admit that by the Consti- 


tution any vitality or active operation is given to slavery, i in the 
Territories, nor that any obligation is imposed by the Constitution 
upon 2 Territorial Legislature, to aid a slave holder in enforcing the 
obligations incident to the relation of master and alayé, or t to protect 
the master in the use and enjoyment of his slave property. The 
most that: it does, is by implication to confer the power to afford by 
proper police regulations such aid and protection . 

A Territory upon this view of the ‘subject,’ “antil some positive 
legislation has been had, is placed in the same category with those 
States and nations which by their laws do neithör recognize slavitry, 
nor attempt to dissolve the relation. No laws whatever éxist opolat- 
ing upon the relation sò as to put an end to it—yet thé rraster has 
no power fo exercise any control over the slave. But under the 
Constitution, as constrned in this.“ Dred Stott pasé, the Lepista:

Thst report seems to assume “that, the Constitution 1 
protection to slave property in the Territories, and makes it obliga- 


gary upon the Territorial Legislature to act for the benefit of masters. f 


Tho undersigned believes that the Constitution makes no such guaran- 
tee, and imposes no such obligation; but that the Territorial eom- 
inunity are perfectly free so far as they are affected by the Con- 
stitution or. the organic act, to make laws for the protection of slave 
property or to refuse to do so. 


But the undersigned further suggest that there is another source 
of : power, E and more extensive than the Constitution and the 
‘organic act, 

It cannot de denied that — of the United Sis 
sovereigh within the Territories, in the exercise of every power 
granted by the Constitution, and that the laws of the United States 
operate asa check upon and a guide for all Territorial Legislation, 
In other words, the Territorial Legislature caf make no law in con- 
ict with the laws of the United States, and any such law is void. 
Buti in subordination to the laws of the United States, the. Territo- 
rial Legislature may act according to its discretion ‘Upon any e 
tübjeet of legislation. 


.. The power, to do this is not derived from the Constitution, or ihe 
organic act, but js inherent in the civil community, whose crei- 
ture the Legislature is. When a Territorial goyernment is ,onee 
organized, the Territorial community begins & new existence, becomes 
A civil organism, has a- life of its own and a living principle; by 
virtue. of which it grows and develops y with no limit to the exercise 
of its intrinsic powers, but the laws of. the United Stats. 

From the organized community—from the people themselves—ag 
um an original and independent source, the Legislative body of & 
Territory derives an unlimited power to make any laws not in con, 
Ñios with the laws of the United States. This power is not in conflict 
with that granted or exercised under thé Constitution, but is concür- 
rent and more extensive. From this source the undersigned ig of the 
pinion that. this Legislature has power pot only to legislate for the 
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protection of slave property, but also to make laws: imus. 
slavery within the Territory. 

The next inquiry is whether it is expedient at this time to act m 
my inner upon the subject. 

The undersigned is of opinion that it is not expedient ad wil 


be unwise to pass any laws either i in favor of or against the object 
of these petitions. 


The inhabitants of this Territory came from all parts of the 


Union, and consequently differ in their views upon slavery. Some 


are as bitterly opposed to any legislation in favor of slavery here, 
as these petitioners could be to legislation against slavery. But all 
these citizens must have come to the country with & common under- 
atanding, either right or wrong, that slavery did not, and probably 
would not or could not exist here. The belief was well nigh univer- 
tal until quite recentiy, that the ordinance of 1787, againat slavery, 
applied here in its fall force, and unless it were in a very few 
A@moepted cases, pro-slavery men themselves came here without & 
„cim or even a hope that they could hold their slaves, and free 
State men, probably without exception, came withthe full belief thet 
this was and forever would be a free State. 


The ordinance of 1787 stands upon the statue book, and no power 
or law has attempted to add to or take from ita provisions, or in any- 
wise meddle with this subject, save only our proposed State Consti- 
tation. Thesame laws in regard to slavery exist now that existed 
awhon these petitioners came to the country, and if they were ere 
valid are valid now, and if void since the “Dred Soott” decision, 
were void before though not declared o. 

The undersigned is therefore of opinion ‘that both free State 
men and pro-slavery men, should be left to the operation of those 
laws which were supposed to be in force when they came to the 
esuntry. It can be no just cause of complaint, to either party, if 
gheir Legislature shall let thé subject alone, while action on either 
side might be gronnds for great injustice and dissatisfaction to .the 
other. If the Constitution and laws of the United States, of theme 


__getves, afford these petitioners any protection or relief let them have 


all they ean get, but if that instrament and those laws afford : them 


ine person or relief, or only that which is ‘inadequate and d 
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tual, let them be be content—they have all the rights they had 
when they came here and all they could reasonably hope to have. 

Furthermore, the slavery question should be regarded as settled 
here, by a most emphatic expression of public sentiment, in the vote 
upon the State Constitution ; and no legislation on this subject can 
be regarded a5 consonant with public sentiment, which shall not be 
positively against the prayer of these petitioners ; and none certainly 
can be wise or expedient which flies directly in the face of public 
opinion. 

The undersigned believes, therefore, that the passage of the bill 
accompanying the Report of January 6th, or any similar act, would 
be regarded by a majority of the people of this Territory as an out- 
rage to public sentiment, and would s&romse, in all their fury, ‘the 
elements of strife and discord, which have proved the curse of other 
Territories, and from which we cannot claim to be exempt. 

It will distract and confuse the powers of our State organization, 
and prove a lasting source of vexation and trouble. It seems to the 
undersigned, that the direct effect will be to raise the single issne of 
Free State or Slavery, and by making the settlement of State policy, 
npon this important matter, a preliminary business, will throw beck 
und greatly delay all the other great material interests of the State.

to your honorable body, that they believe that the labor of the cone 


victa of the Penitentiary. of this Territory, properly applied, under s 


proper system, could be made to _ pay for.a given number of years 
the entira expense of their keeping, except the expense of the build- 
ing of the cells; and other necessary expenses of improving ahd-ex: 
tending the prison to meet the requirements xs to room and security, 
z3 : Your memorialists have arrived at this conclusion, from’ information 
obtained, which they think is reliable, that the amount received for 
the labor of convicts within the year past, will not fall much short of 
three thousand dollars, and believing that the first cost of provisions 
can be had, delivered at the prison, for the sam of two dollars and 
fifty cents per week, for each man, which is the only cost of board, 
would amount, for the whole number now in prison, to-sixteen hun: 
dred and sixty-four dollars for the year, leaving from the amount 
teceived for convict Iabor, the sum of thirteen or fourteen hundred 
dollars for the use and superintendence of the prison ; but your me- 
inorialists believe that an entire new system will have to be adopted, 
in order that the labor of the convicts shall bo turned to thé bestad- 


vantage that work-shops will have to be built in the prisen-yard, 
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dnd that the convicts will necessarily hate to be employed in the 
. different wechanieal branches, instead of employing them outside in 
chopping wood, and other work, as bas been the case for years past. 
Your memorialists would further respectfully call your attention to 

& fact, that it-is indispensably necesary that s number of cells for 
the confinament of convicts should be immediately constructed, as 
your memorialists believe that wooden cells inside of the prison only 
serve to provide the means of escape to the convict, for the reason 
that should the convicts set these wooden cells on fire, the keeper 
would be compelled to turn the convicts out of the prison, and then 
it would be an easy matter for them to escape, as was shown in the ~ 
case of the burning of Portland city jail. 

Therefore, your memorialists would respectfully call your attention - 
to the fact, that there are a number cf cells commenced with cut 
stone, and that the same be finished, (that is, all the lower tier of 
cells,) and if it should be deemed too expensive to build the top tier 
of cells of stone, that they be built of brick. 

Believing that something of the kind, as suggested, will be adopted 
by your honorable body; the undersigned ask leave to present’ tlie 
following proposition for your consideration : 

That they will take the convicts, having the right to their entire 
labor, keep and board them, and do and perform all acts required 
by law, for five years, on the following conditions, to-wit: 

For the first year, the sum of three thousand dollars. 

For the second year, the sum of two thousand dollars. 

For the third year, the sum of one thousand dollars. 

And for the other two years, free of expense to the Territory. 

The undersigned would further propose, that for the finishing of 
the unfinished cells on the ground floor, we propose to furnish and 
lay in the wall, all of the stone, a£ cun dollars per perch, estimated 
at about 100 perch. 

We further propose, that for all of tke brick that a all te used in

Ma. SezAkER— The committee to whom was referred sundry peti: 
tions asking the enactment of a “‘Prohibitory Liquor Law,” and that 


the same be submitted to the voters of Oregon at the next general, or 


‘at an especial election, for adoption, or rejection,“ have had the 
subject under consideration, and do respectfully report, as follows : 


The business of manufacturing and trafficking in alcoholic bevera- 


ges, in the United States, is one of great importance, both as respects . 


the amount of property invested therein, aud also as respects the 
nett annual profit of the trade. Probably no other business of equal 
extent, within our country, has in all time proven so lucrative as thé 


manufacture of, and traffic in'alcoholie beverages. At least, such is 


the conclusion to which almost every one has arrived, in contemplat- 
ing the subject, heretofore, until quite recently. 

Within the last few years, the effects of the use of such beverages 
have attracted more general attention, so much so, that it is now 
almost universally admitted that there is no real substantial good 
resulting from such use, but on the contriry, that great evil, evil of 
every description almost, resulta from the use of such beverages. It 
is admitted that such use produces: drunkenness, idleness, poverty, 


— 
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suffering, quarreling, lunacy, idiocy, debauchery, profligacy, destitu- 
tion, infidelity, prostitution, and crime of almost every description; 
from petit larceny to highway robbery, and from using insulting lan- 
guage to our dearest friends, to outright murder and suicide, It is 
admitted on all sides, that the traffic in and use of such beverages 
are, in all places where they meet with no legal restraining influence, 
becoming more extensive annually, at and that the effects are becoming 
most appalling, 

It is now an established fact, that the use of such beverages, even 
moderately, yet continually from parent to child, has a material effect 
in neutralizing the vital energies of the physical system, which are so 
important and necessity to perpetuate our species in its pristine 
vigor, and of consequence utterly precludes all advancement or im- 
provement in this respect. It is well known that the immoderate use 
of such beverages, as is not unfrequently the case within the obser- 
vation of every one, is sure, in a short period, to utterly overwhelm 
the person so using it. In short, it is admitted by every one who has 
given the subject a thoughtful and deliberate consideration, that the 
use of alcoholic beverages is the direct and indircct cause of more 


` -than half—to speak within reasonable estimates—of all tho ills and 


calamities that befall our social compacts—including ignorance, pov- 
erty, destitution, sickness and crinie, With these and similar ad- 
mitted facts before us, the question is, Shall we do anything? If 
go, what??? The present is an age of fact, of demonstrative truth. 
In matters of national, political nnd social economy,“ We, the peo- 
ple" of these United States, think we have made some progress within 
the last half century, and particularly within the last ten or fifteen 
years—if not in the discovery of abstract facts and principles, at 
least in the application of them. Then why not apply our knowledge 
to the abatement of this great evil, the manufacture and use of alto- 
holic beverages, by at once prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
thereof? Does any one say we have not the right? Does any one 
Bay we have the right to prohibit the manufacture and sale of spürious 
coin, which no éne can eat or drink, and which only a few would ever 
receive as good, and thereby suffer loss, and then, that we have not 
the right. to prohibit the manufacture of fire water, alcohol, whick 
almost everybody will use when brought within their reach, and which 
dethrones mans’ reason, destroys his humanity, makes him & ente, 
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Aeprived society of good citizens, wives of datifal bus bands, childver 
of kind and tender parents, and fills our jails and prisons with crim- 
inala, and our alms-houses with paupers? No. No ono says so.. 
Neither squatter sovereignty,” nor * popular sovereignty, nor 
c State rights,” nor common sense teaches any such doctrine. Then 
why not arise in our majesty, in the dignity of united sovereigns, and 
put a stop to such an unwholesome, such an injurious manufacture 
and traffic? This is the reason—no matter what may be alleged 
“ape shall meet with strong opposition, powerful and effective opposi- 
tion. Admit that we shall. Will that opposition ever be leas in 
the future? Certainly not; for the business is increasing rapidly, 
and more and more capital is being invested, and more and more per- 
sons employed therein daily; and per consequence, the opposition will 
in like ratio increase. Tis true that the opposition-against such 
measures may not increase relatively as fast as public opinion for the 
same, but if it does not, it will be in consequence of public and pri- 
vate discussions, by lectures, through the press, and in private con- 
versations. If such be the fact, our course as legislators would seem 
to be plain, to-wit: Either to put a stop to the whole business, at 
once, by a positive and just law, as we would put a stop to murder, 
robbery, larceny, or any other petit or heinous crime, because they 
are essentially and politically wrong, or as we would put a stop to 
-slavery, peonage, or polygamy, because we believe such institutions 


are barbaric, unprofitable, or against good policy ; or to so provide, - 


by adopting proper measures, as to bring public attention to the sub- 
ject, and in à just and fair manner allow the PEOPLE to decide the 
matter for themselves. This latter method is what is asked for in 
the petitions which have been referred to this committee. As we 
^ have precedent for such action, not only in many of the older States 
of this Union, but in this Territory, in the submission of the ques- 
tions for or against ** Convention” several times, for or against Con- 
stitution,“ for or against Slavery,“ free negroes, &c., matters cer- 
tainly of not greater importance, therefore, we would recommend the 
passage of a bill, which is herewith submitted, which provides for 
the publishing and circulating one thousand or more copies of a good 
form of a law for “ Preventing the Manufacture and Sale of Spirit- 
vous or Intoxicating Liquors as a Beverage, which form is herewith 


reported and for submitting thë Question for or against prohibi-

The fair inference is that the copy of the supplemental report of 
the war commissioners had been furnished the Governor, by some 
one authorized to do so; and as that report would be quite unsatts- 
factory to the department at Washington, without the accompanying 
documents, duplicates of which should be found in the Quarter 
Master General’s department of Oregon, it is quite likely that 
such of those duplicates as the Governor might think calculated to: 
meet the public enquiry, in reference to the disposition of the public 
money: would be transmitted with his message. 

In the “supplemental report?! referred to, and on the 21st page of 
the message and doenments,? may be found this paragraph: 
. “The total amount of money from these sales, was seventy-eight 
thousand six hundred and fifty-six dollars, and forty-nine and three- 
fourth cents, (78,656 49 3-4) as per “consolidated statement?’ here- 
with accompanying.” a 
In view of the fact that Governor EA had been much impor- 
tuned, for information upon the subject now under consideration, 
and as in the opinion of the committee, the ‘consolidated statement”? ? 
referred to in the last quotation would to bea limited extent calculated 
to meet the public expectation, it was supposed, that it might have 
been furnished the Governor to accompany the war commissioners’ 
" report, and had been sent in with the message to the House, and 
~ consequently embraced in the order to print. 

The chairman of the committee therefore addressed a note to 
Governor Curry, who was not then at the capital, requesting infor- 

mation upon the subject. 
* Before receiving an answer from the Governor, an interview was 
had with General Drew, who verbally informed the committee that 
^ he had the document called a “consolidated statement? referred to 
dy the war commissioners; and that he had obtained it or procured

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it fo be obtained from the clerk’s table, without the consent of the 
Honse. He did not desire that the committee ‘should then receive 
the document, except for inspection, at the same time insisting that 
the paper referred to, was private property. and not intended by him 
to dccompany the message for publication. The committee receiving 
the statements of General Drew as made in good faith, and being 
ürged by the, public printer; Mr. Bush, (who had been charged of 
suppressing documents ordered to be printed,) to place the matter 

tight before the House, reported to the House that the paper had 

been taken from the clerk’s table without the consent of the House; 

of ‘which the printer was blameless. 

"The clerk of the Honse, Mr. Pyle, finding himself implicated by 
dhe report, promptly made known to the committece, .verbally, that 
the documents accompanying the message, as they had been received 
by. him, carefully tied*up, were delivered to Mr. Bush, the public 
printer- There was then no alternative left the committee in justice 
‘tothe House and themselves, but to institute a further inquiry, and 
accordingly on the 10th of January another interview was bad with 
the Quartermaster General, at which, written statements webe 
received. from different persons upon tho subject of the missing docu. 
ment. - M 

. In the meantime Governor Curry returned, and was present ab 
this interview, and made his statement in writing, dated January, 10, 


1859, which is herewith submitted, by which it appears that a docu- 


ment corresponding with the consolidated statement" (No. 1.) 
referred to in the suppleniental report of the war commission, and 


‘submitted by him in his message, had not been printed, and that-the 
“suppression thereof from publication, had not been with his consent. 


At the same time Mr. Pyle, the clerk, left with the committee a 


“statement (No. 2.) bearing date January 10th, herewith submitted, 


in which he alledges the delivery of the message, and all accompa- 
nying documents to the Territorial printer. The committee did not 
consider it necessary to prosecute the enquiry further, as General 
Drew here delivered the document to the committee, and also his 
statement (No. 3 and 4.) of January 10th, 1859, accompanying: this 
report, in reference to the document, and which document was at the 


same time identified by Governor Curry, as the one accompanying 


his message, the publication of Which had been suppressed. 


< — 
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— Tho statement of Gen. ren, last mentioned, speaks for itself; 
by it the Printer and everybody else, acting in an official capacity, 
are exonerated, except Gen. Drew, who places ht defente upon the 
ground that the “consolidated statement?! was made out in his office 
—that although it had been forwarded to the Governor, it was not 
designed for publication, and had been sent to the House under & 
misspprehension of its origin and authority. 

On the sufficiency of the excuse for suppressing its publication, 
the committee express no opinion. 

On the 13th of January, a statement was received from Gen. 
Drew, “supplementary”? and explanatory of the ‘consolidated 
statement? which accompanied the message. 

So far as this statement refers to any probable discrepancy i in the 
accounts of “two offices? in the department, it is understood that 
the amounts in dispute are inconsiderable, compared with the subject 
«f inquiry, and need not have caused any great uneasiness, or sub- 
jected him on that account to any crimination. In the remaining 
portion of the statement, nothing is seen rendering it necessary to 
have submitted this explanatory document, but as Gen. Drew may, 
in self-defense, desire its publication, it is herewith submitted. 

Before passing from this branch of the subject, your committee 
deem it their duty to say, that the report heretofore made upon this 
subject, was premature, and without expressing an opinion as to who, 
by what means, or where from, the document was taken, they believe 
that fall justice would not be done Mr. J. M. Pyle, the chief clerk, - 
without stating that nothing appears in the least to implicate him, 
and that his character for honesty and integrity stands unimpesched. 

On the 15th of January, a day or two after the committee had 
‘closed their investigations upon this branch of the subject, a farther 
communication was received from Gen. Drew, calling the attention 
«f the committee to what he said he omitted to inention, that is: 
That the Governor had not, in his message, referred to the “consoli- 
dated statement,” and had not therefore intended to send it in with 
his message. 

The communication of Gen. Drew, last referred D is also here- 
with submitted. This view taken by Gen: Drew, is answered in a 
former part of this report in reference to the supplemental report of 
the War Commission, sent in by the Governor, which does refer to" 
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this’ very. statement, as well as to other papers, copies of Which 
should also have accompdnied the message.

Having discharged the duty required in regard to the “suppressed: 
document, the “first,” „second“ and "third?! enquiries remain to- 
be answered. ‘There is no difficulty in answering to the “first? ag 
a reference either to the “consolidated statement, or to the report 
of the Far commission accompanying the Governor's message shows; 
that the sum in cash received by all the Quartermaster’s and Com- 
Missaries from the sales of the public property, amounted to the 
sum of seveüty-eight thousand, six hundred and fifty-six dollars, 
and forty-nine and three-fourth cents. ($78,656,49 3-4.) 

In reference to the second enquiry, your committee, after having 
examined the “consolidated statement," (abstracts of disburse- 
ments," and some of the “vouchers,” came to the conclusion, that 
“abstracts of disbursements” of the money received from the sales 
of property, would satisfy the public anxiety upon this subject 
better than any “condensed” or “consolidated statement? or “ae- 
count current,” or even the vouchers. The facts upon which they 
éame to this conclusion aré these : 

The “consolidated statement“ only shows general results, “such 
ás the amount of cash from sales," “amount on hand,” "amount 
awarded by the commission to Quartermaster,” and the balauce due 
ésoh, after deducting the amount awarded for his service. Take,for 
instance, the account of Gen. Drew in the "consolidated statement.“ 
It shows he received from sales made by himself, seventeen thousand 
and eighteen dollars and nineteen cents; That on the 31st of July, 
1858, he had on hand only twelve hundred and thirty-seven dollars 
and ninety-six and one-half cents—that he was awarded nine thousand 
wo hundred and one dollars and ninety cents, which leaves a balante 
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dae him (after deducting the amount said to be on hand,) of seven. 
thousand nine hundred and sixty-three dollars and ninety-threo and 
ong-half cents. So it seems from this statement that except offset- 
ing twelve hundred and thirty-seven: dollars, the balance on. hand, j 
against the $9,201,90, the amount of personal service, that you héve 
no account of the difference, viz : fifteen thousand seven hundred and 
eighty dollars and twenty-two and a half cents, Y 

It is the disbursements of sums like the last, towards which- thé. 
public eye is directed. 

. This rule applies to fifteen different Quartermasters and Commis-. 
saries, most of whom have subsequently turned over large sums to 
Gen. Drew, until, as is shown by the report of the war commission, 
he had received the sum of $35,508,51 1-2, which last sum, as the 
commission say, he has “disbursed” or accounted for, as is shown by- 
his “account current" and vouchers. The“ account current” in 
reference to this $35,503,51 1-2, is made up of only six items, show- 
ing the General credit for paying out that sum; but each item refers 
to an “‘abstract,’? showing the persons to whom paid, and for what, 
purpose. ‘The vouchers are very numerous, rendering it impossible, 
under the circumstances, for the committee to make that use of them 
that is required by the resolution. : 

There are two hundred and forty-four of these vouchers, to 
obtain the information to be derived from these, it would be neces-. 
sary to make precisely such “abstracts” as are now in the office of 
the Quartermaster General, and which have been made at the public 
expensé, and copies of which your committee earnestly sought to 
obtain. ; l 

Gen. Drew placed in the hands of thé committee “a condensed 
statement,” and which, and only which he appeared willing should 
be published, but it is not more in detail than account current,” 
and as a means of affording information, decmed more objectionable, 
xefering only to the numerous vouchers, whereas the “account 
current?’ refers to the “abstract.” 5^ CU 
It is, due to Governor Curry to say that he urged Gen. Drew io 
comply with the request of the committee, and no doubt is. entér- 
tained but that if it had been in the power of the Governor; ti that 
the desired information would have been given.

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UA resolution, reduced fo writing, was then adopted by the com- 
nites, and furnished Gen. Drew, of which the following is a copy :

- .However, a reply was received from the Quartermaster General, 
bearing date the 13th of January, and which is herewith submitted, 

- Which placed it beyond doubt that it was not the intention to furnish 
“the required papers. The enquiry directed by the House, viz: 
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“What amount of money remains on-hand and what disposition they 
propos e to make of it, is not of so much importance, inasmuch 4 
it is not supposed that the sums on hand are very great, compared with 
the sims disbursed or paid out to the “abstracts,” of which reference 
bus already been made. It will appear by an inspection of the “‘oongoli- 
dated statement,“ heretofore suppressed from publication, that there 
is in it, a column in which is stated opposite the name of each . 
Quartermaster fand Commissary, the] “amount on hand," and also 
the disposition that is proposed to be made of that amount, which. 
is, that it be estopped against their pay for personal services. 


Abstract (E.) herewith submitted, shows the amount of moneys: 
paid over to Gen. Drew by each officer, as having been received from 
the sale of public property, which may be useful when taken in con- 
nection with the “consolidated statement," showing the amount for 
which each Quartermaster should account in his “abstract of disburse 
menta," for instance, take the name of L. P. Brown, Quartermas- 
ter at Roseburg. The “consolidated statement’? shows he received 
from the sales of public property, the sum of eighteen thousand: 
three hundred and sixty-six dollars and seventy-one cents. ($18,- 
866 71.) 

By an inspection of abstract (E) it appears he paid over of that 
gum to Gen. Drew, the sum of two thousaned five hundred dollars, 
` (82,5 00); in the second column of the “consolidated statement” he is 
" shown to have in hand, the sum of twenty-four hundred and forty- 
` five dollars and eighty-eight cents, (82,445 88); these two sums 
together deducted from the amount received, leaves the sum of thir-

Stn have the honor f acknowledge the receipt of your commu- 
nication of the fifth instant, transmitting a copy of the resolutions 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oregon, expressive of 
the satisfaction of that body in the creation of the Military Depart- 
met of Oregon by the President of the United States, and of the 
eonfdenoe reposed in the willingness and ability of the Officer 
assigned to the command, to discharge the duties enturusted tó hig 
care. 

The Governor of Washington Territory, has but recently notified 
me of the approving sense of the Legislative Assembly of that Ter- 
ritory on the same subjects. 

These spontancous manifestations of the sentiments of the people 
of Oregon and Washington Territories, in favor of a public | measure, 
such as the formation of this Department, must be peculiarly grati- 
fying to the highest dignitary of our country, as an appreciation of 
the wisdom and foresight by which it was dictated. 

For the trust and kind feeling the Assémbly of Oregon have pre- 
ferred to my humble services, I thank them with the deepest grati- 
tude. I came among the people of Oregon as a stranger, with but 

‘one purpose, to do whatever was right under all circumstances. 

I have been received with a friendship and consideration, I did not 

anticipate ; and Iam happy to state, I have never visited any com- 
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munity, whose views and requests have been more in consonance 
with reason, justice and good’ sense than those of thé people of 
Oregon and Washington Territories in my intercourse with them. 

I esteem myself fortunate in the opportunity of knowing s 95 
whose history appears à romance, whose deeds are wonderous. 

But the destiny of our country is one of advancement, and flats 
tering as your present condition may appear at this time—the same 
estate in five years from hence would produce mortification and dis- 
appointment. 

The future teoms with such boundless advantages for the Pacife 
coast of the United States, that the people would be recreant to 
themselves, to our common country and to the liberties of mankind, 
did they not continue their history as a romance, to Be and at 
the same time to enlighten the world. ; 

Providence has cast their lotin no ordinary phere. He has gives 
them a country thet recalls the fables of the Arabian Nights, with 
its delightful climate, its exhaustless soil, and its extravagant wealth. 
The very trees, from their number, size and granduer, indicate that 
the most magnificent navies of the world will ultimately fioát upon 
the Pacific Ocean, bearing the trafüic of the Indies to the Esqui- 
maux and the Laplander, as well as to the nations of civilization. 

Nature declares by her works, that her laws elsewhere are not 
the lawe by which she is governed here—and that man must rise 
equal to the occasion to profit by her bounty. -> 

Necessity is already urging the rapid developement of this country, 
"With the condition of security and facility of communication to the 
eastern States. : 

Your defence, your existence as a commercial € your futard, 
depends upon the efforts you put forth to attain these ends. You 
are young, but you have strength. s 

California, Oregon and Washington Territories must unite in onè 
demand upon the older States, for the earliest completion of a Pati: 
fic railroad. They must show that it is vital, to their existence, at 
a people, worthy of the high destiny ‘which awaits their succed 
and.that they. will repay their obligation one thousand fold by 
increased commerce, energy and enterprise. 

. They must explain that California alone has eleven thousand aqauré 
miles of gold lands, of "which not more than four hundred have bedn 


f 
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but partially worked, and that the present population of the mining 
districts on the broad expanse of Territory on which they are spread, 
appear like mere specks dotting the surface of an inland sea. 

The exports of gold from the labor of this Population amounts to- 
four millions of dollars each month, and should this population bé 
increased twenty or even ten times, we shall have in six months 
far more gold, than will pay for the most expensive railroad that can 
be built. 

Let those facts be placed fairly before the people of the United 
States, and such a response will be returned as will cause the world 


"to tremble at the irresistible power of millions of free men, bound 


together by the greatest enterprise ever attempted by man. 

In the interval which must elapse, before the railroad can be com- 
pleted, is it not incumbent upon our government to render every 
other available route to and from the Pacific States, of the greatest 
possible security, safety and despatch, for the transmission of freight, 
as well:as passengers? To effect this, does it not appear, there ' 
is but one certain aud effective measure which we can apply at 


. this time, viz: to cover by a pyotectorate the entire country from 


the Rio Grande to the isthmus of Panama? The organizations of 

the people occupying this section af country cannot be considered ag 

national, and they should not be permitted to interrupt our inter- 

course. In the scale of eivilzation they are but one remove from 
the Indians occupying our-own soil, and like the Indians they must 

gradually disappear before the improvement of the age, or lend a 

helping hand to their own advancement, 

No other age, no other people havo ever achieved such great labors 
as the people of the United States have-already accomplished ; but 
those labors have been confined up to this time to their own develop- 
ment and their own progress. As the foremost nation in the work 
of liberty, the gaze of the world is now upon thém, to establish a 
policy based upon well defined principles of liberty and intercourse 
with the rest of mankind, as will obliterate the relics of the feudal 
ages, and by which the happiness and prosperity of all nations will 
be promoted. 

They must establish the commerce of the Pacific, which is to 
regulate the commerce of the world, to promote the interest of 
America and of Asia; for these are the two continents to which it 
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belongs. This must be done in the face of all the entangling alki- 
ances that Europe may bring to bear against it. 

The knell of power was sounded in Europe, when the first pilgrim 
vessel sought a harbor on the western shores of the Atlantic. The 
peals of that knell have been ringing throughout the world since that 
time, warning mankind of its translation to America. Its mysterious 
transformation hag excited awe and astonishment in a higher degree 
than the changes effected by its physical action. 

Unlike the power created by the fanatical religions of Asia and 
Africa, in the early ages, to build up magnificent nations only to 
show by their sudden , disappearance the terrible effects of the 
exhaustion of the pássións. js 1 ? 

Unlike the terror stricken power of Europe,.. which has only been 
maintained by armed hosts) Fhose rulers have Been executioners, 
whose temples have been pigsons. Unlike any ofer impulse which~ 
has before acted on the heart of man. 

The power of the world is now germinating ‘pn the soil of the. 
United States in the moral influences that christianity and liberty aré; 
transmitting from heart to hbart, from, understanding to undersland- ; 
ing. It is illimitable and will become irresistible: Time nor space 
cannot effect it. Removing ithe barriers of race, climate and local- 
ity, it calls every nation to its allotted task under its banner. That 
banner so glorious in its beauty and high empfise, emblematic of 
the future, as well as the ders and the pastiand reflecting thé 
nations of the earth, bound togMfher in friendship &nd brothely love, 
like the thirteen original States—while the constellation above, like 
stars of heaven, sheds its fight of intelligence, peace and good: will 
upon all. 

The time has come for the people of the United States to prepare 
themselves to wield this ‘vast power. They are now in the pride of 
manhood among nations, and are responsible that the beacon light of 
liberty which they have held up to the world must never be extin- 
guished. ; 

Upon the aegis of America the laws of intercourse and the Jaws of 
nations must be inscribed, to conform tó the new, varied and i immense 
interests to be secured. T 

Our domestic dissensions must give way before the march of man- 
ifest destiny, and we must case to notice the mote in our neighbor?s 
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a, that. we may observe the benefits we can heap upon him from 
_ In coùclusion, I desire you to inform the-Legislative Assembly of 
the Territory of Oregon, of my earnest assurances to respond at all 
times to the generous confidenca they have extended. to this command, 
d can pledge the sentiments of the Army to the deepest interest 
xt he welfare and prosperity: of this portion of our common country, 

The opinion is sometimes entertained thatthe Army as a body, are 
"exclusive and averse to that inter course and sympathy with the citi- 
zens: of the country, so necessary. and essentia] to a proper under- 
standing of each other. This a serious mistake; the Army hag at 
times certain duties to perform, which may give a colpring to such 
an impression, buf none can regret these. occurences more than 
themselves. P, 

As, an Officer of rank and of forty years service, I can justly and 
proudly affirm that in my connection with the Army, it has ever been 
puimated by one sentiment, that of loyality to the people of the 
United States, and should the occasion- arise requiring a selection 
between the profession of arms and their duties as patriots, the 
Army will then be found in the ranks of private life. ‘a E
